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Do  not  assume  content  reflects  current 
scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 


Products  displayed  at  fairs  or  exhibits  or  on  sales  stands 
show  well  when  they  are  pyramided  on  one  of  these 
semicircular  portable  display  stands.  The  display 
stands  can  be  easily  disassembled  for  moving  or  stor- 
age. Storage  space  needed  for  disassembled  shelves 
measures  about  4  feet  high,  8  feet  long,  and  8  inches 
wide. 

Both  types  of  display  stands,  described  on  the  back 
of  this  sheet,  have  three  semicircular  shelves  cut  from 
one  4  by  8  foot  sheet  of  plywood.  Type  I  has  wood- 
framed  shelf  supports;  Type  II  has  four  supports  cut  from 


one  sheet  of  plywood.  If  the  display  stands  are  to  be 
exposed  to  the  weather,  they  should  be  given  a  brush 
treatment  with  a  wood  preservative  and  the  edges  of 
the  plywood  should  be  well  coated  with  a  penetrating 
sealer.  Metal  fastenings  should  be  galvanized  or  cad- 
mium plated. 


A  large-scale  working  drawing  may  be  obtained 
through  your  county  agricultural  agent  or  from  the 
Extension  agricultural  engineer  at  most  State  agri- 
cultural colleges.       There  is  usually  a  small  charge.
